they may fall too far behind*.......No nation should be allowed to have an un- 'X 

equal amount of fissionable material. The international body should have abso-: ^ 
lute right to seareh any part of the country." 

On February 27, 1947 the Cornell Political Rhion collaborated with the 
Cornell chapter of the Federation of Atomic Scientists in an open forum discussion 
entitled "Lilienthal and Atomic Control". Professor MORRISON, a member of the 
C ornell Chapte r of thei Federation of AtoHiic Soiantists* was a leading speaker at 
thi'i~^forum and"as¥dPted that,‘ "Afftaclcs on DAVID LILIENTHAL are essentially attacks 
on the policy of the United S-tates to seek control of atomic energy on a Govern¬ 
mental and International level”. MORRISON continued "I knew Mr. LILIENTHAL and 
I know that he understands the meaning of Governmental control* of the kind of 
beast we will have to manage within a Democratio framework." MORRISON went on 
to praise LILIENTHAL highly and he urged all listeners at the gathering to -write 
or telegraph their Congressional representatives to. speed -the approval of 
LILIENTHAL'S nomination* 


Professor CARLTON C. MORDOCK* Professor of Physics and Dean of -the 
Rhiversity Faculty* stated that he had become fairly well acquainted with MORRISON 
since his arrival at Cornell Ibaiversity and s-bated -that he considered him an 
extremely liberal scientist* very socialistic in his political views and always 
eager to discuss his views with anyone who will listen. Professor MDRDOCE stated 
that MORRISON had made a number of talks before small groups at Cornell* both 
scientific and laymen* discussing various phases and uses of atomic energy. Tn his 
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/ public appearances^ he felirays urges the development of peace time uses of atomid 
energy by vaarestricted scientific research siiid opposes Oovernmental restrictions 
and supervision of research and opposes ' the Govemmentnl emphasis on atcanic enefi^ 
as a military •sreapon.

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Philip Morrison was born November 7, 1915, at Somei*ville, New Jersey, 
/of Polish descent. He received a Bachelor of Science Degree with honors in 
'Physios from Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, in 
June, 1936, and a Doctor of Philosophy Degree from the University of California 
at Berkeley in May, 1940, From about 1938 to 1944, he taught Physios at the 
University of California at Berkeley, the San Francisco State College, the 
University of Illinois, and the University of Chicago, During this period he 
became recognized as on^ of the leading theoretioal^physioists in the United 
States. From October, 1944, to September, was engaged in highly secret 

work on the Atomic Energy Project at Los Alamos, New Mexico. Since that time he 
has been a professor of Physios at Cornell University, Ithaca,, New York, but 
continues to be a consultant to the A'^omio Energy Commission, He Hs considered 
one of the best-informed persons in this country regarding the various phases 
of the Atomic Energy Project. 
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The Bureau reoently oompleted an investigation of Morrison as an 
employee under the Atomic Energy,Ant at*the request of the Atomic Energy 
JCoimnyision* That investigation disclosed that Morrison has been closely 
iassooiated mth Communists and the Comraunist movement since his college days* 
•According to the files of the Pennsylvania State Police, one Philip Morrison, 
having an address almost identical with the employee's in Pittsburgh, was a 
member of the Squirrel Hill section of the Communist Party in 1937 and 1938. 

In 1938, Morrison was an admitted member of the Communist-dominated AJaerican 
Students Union at the University of California. He attended numerous Coisimunist 
and Communist front meetings in the vicinity of Berkeley and San Francisco, 
including one in 1939 wh^ch solicited support for the Communist newspaper, 
’‘People’s World”. Morrison was a regular subscriber to this publication v/hiie 
in Berkeley.

IJhile Morrison was in Chicago in 1944, representatives of the Manhattan 
Engineer District gained access to an address book in his possession. Of the 
200 names contained therein the Bureau files disclosed that some 36 were- 
members of the Communist Party, including several party functionaries. In an 
interview with the Manhattan Engineer District in 1944, Morrison admit'ted holding 
[many Communist beliefs but denied membership in any Communist group. 

Evidence developed during the Bureau's investigation of Russian espionage 
in the Radiation Laboratory at Berkeley, California, (the Cinrad Case) indicated 
/that the Soviet Agent Arthur A. Adams had received information concerning the 
: status of German atomic energy plans to which very fe?j people, of whom Morrison 
v/as one, had access. Further suspicion was directed toward Morrison in Febru- 
/ ary, 1947, \'/hen Melba Phillips, Secretary of the Federation of American Scientists 
(fas) printed an article in the Federation’s publication using the highly secret 
atomic energy term "tritium". It was considered possible that the discussion of 
this term at the FAS meeting originated with Morrison,

On October 15, 19hl» W» If. Wayinack, a member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, made a speech before the General Conference of the 
American Unitarian Association at the Mayflower Hotel, Washington, 

D. C* Generally, his speech concerned the background of atomic energy 
development and outlined the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act, 

Waymack stated that most of the basic knowledge regarding atomic 
energy was contributed by Europeans but that American scientists had 
excelled in practical application of scientific knowledge. He pointed 
out, however, that the world’s pool of basic scientific knowledge has 
received few additions in the last ten years. 

In speaking of national security, ffeymack stated that atomic 
energy plants and operations must be protected against saboteurs, spies 
and consorters with potential Fifth Columnists, This protection must 
include physical security of the plants and security of a considerable 
body of secret information. In this connection, he said, "There must not 
be any room for Communists in America's atomic energy enterprise," He 
insisted, however, that national security depends not only on keeping the 
secrets we have but in making progress both in the field of basic science 
and in its practical application. To do this, according-to T/ayraack, 
requires a "balancing of. considerations that in a degree seem opposing," 

He indicated that in some categories our progress depends on highly skilled 
scientists, all too few of whom are available or ■p/illing to accept atomic 
energy en 5 )iq^ent,l - This point is perhaps significant in view of the 
Commission's, decision to retaijv jien, like Phili^llprriscm, who, although 
they entertain Communist views, have made'sighificant cbnt to

Having as a result of the war a temporary monopoly -- good for 
some years — of atomic energy dovelopmunt though not of the basic scientific 
knowledge' oh which the development rested,- this country promptly prepared and 
offered to the v/orld a plan not" for the presoWation of its temporary ad- 
vanti.ges but for the pj^derly relinquishment of its monopoly in the interest 
of peace and world 'welfare. Recoipiizing the nature of. thci atomic v^eapon and 
the great possibilities of poacoful usos^ and the intimate relation botweon 
the tv/o, this country proposed to'lay down .the weapon and dissolve'its head: 
start toward .other uses^ on condition only that other nations .agree on a ■ 
plan of international control realistib, adequ£?.tG and dependable, Thog. •

proposals] woro'iiuido throu^ and ifor tho.pprposo of strengthening the United 
Nations. If it bo eraphcivSizod tliat those proposals called for a stage-ty- 
stage rollnciuishment of our degree of monopoly^ the-several stages were 
keyed not to any tijno-scale of yeai*s but sololy to the rate of progress in 
adopting and making effoctlyo real international control. The time required 
for that has never boon dependent upon our willinghess to relinquish, but 
solely on the readiness of the xuitions together to work out agreements. No 
sacrifice of "national sovereignty"' has been asked of any other nation greater 
than our proposals would require of"us., because of our over-riding interest in 
peace, and the world's ovorrriding interest in it, we who had have boon pro¬ 
posing to share. To picture .this- as a gheud-^motivated attempt to preserve 
and extend America's monopoly is beyond ray understanding. • *

So much directly on the international side. ' 

The people of America and indeed of the ^/orld ore embarked on a 
Groat Adventure, one of tiio greatest and most' difficult of all' history. 

You ombarked on it in '39 and 'AO and '41, thougli you had no inkling of 
tiio fact until somutlolng happened at Hiroshima. The heccsse^ secrecy of 
t'no viar-tlme undertaking had precluded ^y preparation of the people to 
\inderstand.. The necessary continuance of secrecy for the purpos.c of natlohal 
security, in the world as it unhappily is, hsLS iikade and makes full under¬ 
standing difficult now. As an obstacle nor.*, hovi'evur, Uiat is commonly ex¬ 
aggerated. The things that I believe to be of transcending importance are 
not dependent oh "restricted data" for anybody's comprehension. • 

The great adventui’o on which wo are embarked is of a magnitude 
that can be suggested by/the fact tlUit ;;e have begun to tap, ixjth for weapon 
usd and for many other possible uses, some of them today-foroseoablo'and 
some unquestionably yet to. bo recognized, a source of en'ergy. so much heater 
t^ian any previously cpmmanded.by man as to make comparisons Idok fantastic. 

\<e liave 'begun — only begun, Biark you — to tap the source of energy that makes 
the universe tick. 

But the Groat Adventure is not only'one of magnlttidc; it is also 
ono of complexity, of very groat complexity.' I think it is oxtromely important 
that this'be recognized, .1 fdi-ar it is understood by very few. Therefore I. 
am going to remind you of scanw of the things involved. 

In the first place, \indcr a law,, your lay/, the Atomic Energy Act 
of 194 h, tho making of policies and creating of programs is changed from a 
wuT'tlme military mission to a pcacutime undertaking under the sound-principle 
of accountability — first to your reprosontativos and*hltimatoly to you, .the 
People. 

Tho law, in my judgment, is a good law— so good -that I •’..’ould call 
it a ma^iificont validation of the democratic process.‘ I believe it is right 
in its principle of civilian monagemunt, having no reference to Individuals 
but sololy to the principle.' I boliovo that to by best from -tlio standpoint of 
every'tiiLO American interest, not for ono moment excluding that of the Armed 
Forces. Using that merely as ono illustration.of principle, and stopping 
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ovor to considerations of practicdl ddmlnistmtion-, it v;a& \d.se'of the law 
to decide on a full-time ndt. a part-time .Commission. -On iho basis of ox- 
perienco I caninot soo how any part-time group, hqv/ovor .constituted, could 
possihlj^; v/rostio^dVith this. The law is veiy eood in its rocognitlon that 
all is pion'oering,, and in its tentativoness,. in its- explicit awaronoss that 
vre are coaling at first \dth tlio ono-tenth of the iceberg that i,s above 
T/hter, in its recognition that v/hen adequate. experience* accumulates some 
modifications. Vdll aoubtiesB be .i|eededi' • 

The setting up, by the law, of the continuing Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic fUnorgy, \/hlch the Commission is obligated to keep con¬ 
tinuously and currently'informed,.is good, and may have vedues eventually 
beyond oven trie scope of this vital activity. 

The device of tho lAilltury Liaison Committee seems to. me llkc\.'lse 
to bo sound. ' . 

Men, of course, have to mqke a good law work. They have to raako it 
work in terms of its goals, stated or implicit. Those.carrying-the heaviest 
responsibility, in -oxocutivo and legislative branches and in the.Aimiod Forces 
have .shown, it is a plodsuro to state, i;he wish to do precisely that.

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In cormection with a memorandum of October 20, 1947, regarding a 
speech of W. TSt^Waymack of the Atomic Energy Commission, you requested a memo¬ 
randum concerning Philip Morrison. 

Morrison was born November 7, 1915j at Somerville, New Jersey, of Polish 
descent. He received a Bachelor of Science Degree with honors in Physics from 
Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, in June, 1936, and a 
Doctor of Philosophy Degree from the University of California at Beikeley in May, ^ 
1940. From about 1938 to 1944# he taught Physics at the University of Califomia ^-€4; _ 
at Berkeley, the San Francisco State College, the University of Illinois, and the 
University of Chicago. During this period he became recognized as one oY the leadr¬ 
ing theoretical physicists in the United States. From October, 1944, to September, 

1946 , he was engaged in highly secret work on the Atomic Energy Project at Los 
Alamos, New Mexico. Since that time he has been a professor of Pi^sics at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, New York, but continues to be a consultant to the Atonic Energy 
Commission. He is considered one of the best-informed persons in this country 
regarding the various phases of the Atomic Energy Project. 

In July, 1947 , the Bxireau completed an investigation of Morrison as an 
enployee under the Atomic Energy Act at the request of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

That investigation disclosed that Morrison has been closely associated with Ccair- 
munists and the Communist movement since his co3J.ege days. According to the files 
of the Pennsylvania State police, one Philip Morrison, having an address almost 

» identical with the employee’s in Pittsburgh, was a member of the Squirrel Hill 
section of the Communist Party in 1937 and 1938. In 1938, Morrison was an admitted 
member of the Communist-dominated American Students Union at the University of 
California. He attended nmerous Communist and Commxmist front meetings in the 
vicinity of Berkeley and San Francisco, including one in 1939 which solicited 
support for the Communist newspaper, ’’People's World". Morrison was a regular 
subscriber to this publication -vAiile in Berkeley. , 7 V vi ^

of the Commiinist Party in Pittsburgh in 1937 and 1938. In August, David Lilienthal 
! of the Atcaidc Energy Commission mentioned him as an exanple of the type of highly 
I trained scientist he had discussed with the Director as being extremely valuable 
to the atomic energy program in spite of holding pro-Communist views.
